DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed 09/30/2005 has been entered. Claims 124-126, 129 and 135-138 
are pending and being examined. 

Maintained Formal Matters, Objections, and/or Rejections: 
5 Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

Claims 124-126, 129, 135 and 137 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(f) because the 
applicant did not invent the claimed subject matter. 

Applicants refer to a declaration of Dr. William Wood. The declaration of Dr. William 
Wood filed 09/30/2005 is insufficient to overcome the rejection of claims 124-126, 129, 135 and 

10 137 based upon 35 U.S.C. 102(f) because the applicant did not invent the claimed subject matter 
as set forth in the last Office action because: declarant states that Exhibit A is attached and 
forms part of the declaration. Declarant argues that Incyte EST3476792 sequence did not encode 
for a full-length polypeptide because the Incyte sequence truncated before the nucleotides 
encoding for the stop codon of the polypeptide. Declarant's arguments have been fully 

1 5 considered but they are not persuasive. Firstly, Exhibit A was not attached and did not form part 

of the declaration. Secondly, Declarant refers to the Incyte "sequence." A DNA "sequence" is 

merely descriptive of the linear order of monomers of which a DNA molecule is made and is not 

a DNA molecule. In Example 1 18 the specification states: 

... the Incyte EST clone 3476792 was purchased and the cDNA insert was obtained and 
20 sequenced. It was found that this insert encoded a full-length protein. The sequence of 

this cDNA insert is shown in FIG. 265 and is herein designated as DNA60621-1516. 

From the evidence provided it cannot be determined if the "sequence" referred to by declarant is 
a partial sequence of the cDNA insert or if it is the complete and entire sequence of the cDNA 
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insert in the purchased clone. Therefore, it is appropriate to maintain the rejection. Applicants' 
base their arguments on the declaration of Dr. Wood Applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive because the declaration of Dr. Wood insufficient to 
overcome the rejection. 
5 Double Patenting 

Claims 124-126, 129 and 135-138 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 13-25 of 
copending Application No. 10/692,299. Applicants' request to hold this rejection in abeyance is 
acknowledged. However, there are no provisions for holding a rejection in abeyance. 
10 Conclusion 

No claims are allowable.
